Please AMEND claims 1 , 5 and 6 and ADD claim 1 5 in accordance with the following: 

1 . (currently amended) An electronic mail system for delivering electronic mail sent from 
a sender to the appropriate receiver, the system comprising: 

attached file retrieving means for retrieving, in the case of a fifst^tore location 
information of an external server , a fifst-user account of the external server, and a first-password 
of the user account of the external server being added to electronic mail sent from the sender, 
an attached file from a -the external s erver of location shown by the Sre^store location 
information of the external sen/ea sing the first-user account of the external server and the ftet 
password _of the external server, the external server being connected outside of a network 
protected from outside ; 

attached file separating means for separating, in the case of the attached file being 
added to the electronic mail sent from the sender, the attached file from the electronic mail; 

transfer management information removing means for re moving the store location 
information of the external server, the user account of the extern al server and the password of 
the external server from the electronic mail; 

transfer management information storing means sto ring, in advance bv a user, the 
transfer management information including a store locatio n information of an internal server, a 
user account of the internal server, and a password of the account of the internal server, the 
internal server being connected inside o f the network: 

log-in account adding means for adding a seeend-user account of the internal server 
and a second-password d i fforont.from tho firot uc o r acoount and tho4 i rst paB s w epdofthe 
account of the internal server , to the electronic mail by referring to the transfer management 
information ; 

attached file transferring means for transferring the attached file separated from the 
electronic mail by the attached file separating means or retrieved from the external server by the 
attached file retrieving means to n . prnrin_fnrminodthe internal server using the second-user 
account of the internal server_and the ^Anrf-password of the account of the internal server by 
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referring to thQ transfer management information , to enable a user to refer to the attached file 
transferred by logging in at the pred e t e imin edinternal server ea ch that th e pr ed e t ermin e d s e rv e r 
is- prot e ot e d from be i ng ottaokod from outsid e of a network associated with tho predetermin e d 
sefvef; and 

store location information adding means for adding seeend-store location information 
indicating a location where the attached file transferred by the attached file transferring means is 
stored to the electronic mail

3. (previously presented) The electronic mail system according to claim 1 , wherein not 
only store location information but also transfer method information indicating the transfer 
method used by the attached file transferring means are added to the electronic mail. 

4. (original) The electronic mail system according to claim 1, wherein the attached file 
separating means, attached file transferring means, and store location information adding 
means are implemented as exit programs on an electronic mail server. 

5. (currently amended) A computer-readable record medium recording a computer 
program for realizing the functions of an electronic mail server for delivering electronic mail sent 
from a sender to the appropriate receiver, the program when execut ed causing a processor to 
perform a method comprisinq: attach e d fi l o retrieving m e ans for 

retrieving, in the case of a first store location information of an external server , a Sret-user 
account of the external server, and a first-password of the user account of th e external seiver 
being added to electronic mail sent from the sender, an attached file from athe external server of 
location shown by the fifst-store location information of the external server using the firet-user 
account of the external server and the first password of the extern al server being connected 
outside of a network protected form outside ; attachod fi le s e parat i ng moans for 

separating, in the case of the attached file being added to electronic mail sent from the 
sender, the attached file from the electronic mail; 

removing the store location information of the external server, the us er account of the 
external server, and the password of the external server fro m the electronic mail; 
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storing, in advance bv a user, a transfer management information including a store 
location information of a internal server, a user account of the internal server the internal server 
being connected inside of the network; l og in account adding m e ans for 

adding a s e e end -user account of the internal server and a oooond password diff e re nt

6. (currently amended) An electronic mail delivery method for delivering electronic mail 
sent from a sender to the appropriate receiver, the system comprising: 

retrieving, in the case of a first store location information, a first user account, and a first 
password being added to electronic mail sent from the sender, an attached file from a external

15* (New) An electronic mail delivery method comprising: 

retrieving a file attached to an electronic mail message from an external storage location 
on an external server located outside a protected network by using an external user account on 
the external server and an external password for the external user account transmitted with the 
electronic mail message; 

determining an internal storage location on an internal server located within the protected 
network, an internal user account on the internal server and an internal password for the internal 
user account based on the external storage location, the external user account and the external 
password, respectively; 

storing the file after said retrieving on the internal server using the internal storage 
location, the internal user account and the internal password; 

removing the external storage location, external user account and the external password 
from the electronic mail message; and 

adding the internal storage location, the internal user account and the internal password 
to the electronic mail message. 
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
